THE STATH MILITIA.

The biennial vreport of Adjutant Gen-
eral Cole shows that the Nebraska na-
tional guard is in a moderately flouvish-
ing condition, but that o good sized ap-
propriation would be required to make
it in all respects what its most enthusi-
wstie friends would like to see it

The adjutant general states thut new
uniforms and many new equipments
are  desired  and that it would be
the part of wisdom to expend money
in bringing the present  organiza-
tion up ton highor stundard In these
respects, rather than to use it in organ-
izing new companies.  He calls for $40,-
000 for the maintonanee of the Guurd
and $2,600 for other purposes, including
his own salary. In ISSK the total appro-
priation for this depariment was $20,700
—less than one-hall the amouny now
nsked,

There is no good renson why the mill-
tin expenses of the state should , be  in-
ereased next year in this direction, nnd
it may ovorll be thought that they can be
diminished with propriety, Nebraska
eannot afford to maintain a gorgeous
militla for purposes of mere show, as is
done in New York, Massachusotts and
other wenlthy enstern states.  Nelther
is the militin likely to be peeded to pro
tect the citizens from any danger that
may nrise, Nebraska is adequatoly pro-
tected by the regular army, which is
numerously represonted and  advanti-
geously distributed. Why then should
the legizlature double the appropriation
of 1888 for tho support of the National
Guard?

There is one respect in which the
oguipment of the militin can perhaps he
fmproved without expense to the state,
The Springficld muzzle loading ritles,
now in use, are old and out of duate.
They were orviginally furnished by the
national government, which might now
be induced to exchango thom for modern
brecehlonders, Aside from this, it is
excoedingly doubtful if the legislature
or the people would consont to any
changes in the equipment of the militia
this yeur.

THE WORLD'S FAIR PROVLAIMED,

President Hareison has proclaimed to
the world that the Columbian exposition
to celebrata the discovery of America
will be held in Chicago from May Lo
Octobor in the yenr 1803, and has invited
the nations to partielpate therein by
sending representptives and  exhibits,
This is the tinnd oficial net in connection
with this great enterprise, and it is also
the one of supremne importance, It is
done in the name of the government and
of the people of the United States, and
Is an assurance to the world not merely
of the national character of the exposi-
tion. which was already understood, hut
of its success, The president issued his
prociamation only when fully satistied
that gll the preliminary conditions to
sucoess wore provided,

There hus been valuable time lost in
making the preparations necessury bo-
fore the world could be informed that
the Columblun exposition is a certainty
but now that these are completod, it may
sufoly bo promised that the enterprise
will make vapid progress. Chicago, we
may be sare, will put forth every eflort
to demonstreate to the country that she
is fully eapable of taking care of the
lurge task and responsibility devolved
on her, and that she hns both the pluck
and the patriotism to meet every de-
mund which the great enterprise shall
make upon her, That she will have the
earnest nnd hearty co-operation of every

[ portion of the country, there can be no
doubt, Thera will be no loeal or sece
tional jenlousies allowad to interfore
with the fullest possible representation
of the Industreies, the products and the
resources of the whole country, but on
the conteary, section will vie with sec-
tion and state with stite In the of-
fort to make complete the exhibit
of Americon nchicvement in alt the
works of civilization. With regard to
what foreign nuntions will do, it Is not
possible to spenk so confidently, yet
thore is good renson to bholleve that they
will take liberal ndvantage of the oppor-
tunity to show the best they have Lo the
people of the largest market of tho
world, We have given some offense o
Europoan countries by our fiscal policy,
but 1t is probable that long before the
dite of the opening of the exposition
this will have boon forgotten and those
countries will be enger in theler desire
to take part in our great fale,  From all
American countries thore may be ex-
pocted nn ample representation of theie
products and resources, and we venture
to think there will ba few places in the
vivilized world that will not desive to be
flentiflod with the celebration of the
J00th annivaersary of tho discovery of
America by Chelstopher  Columbus
rightly characterized by President Har-
rison e an event pre-eminent in human
history, The invitationof a great and
prosporous and  progressive nation of
63,000,000 people will nowhere b re-
paraod with indifferonce.

(CLEVELAND ON NEBRASKA.

The demoorats are still gleefully cele-
brating the victory of November.
Ona of their most  elaborate
jubilations  ovcurrad  in Muoddison
Square  goarden, New  York, on
Tuesday night, Grover Cleveland, ns
usual, was the hevo of the hour, In re-
counting the results of his fumous froe
i terado message he made the following re-

mark, in connoction with many others
of aimilar charaeter:

If it be true that o senator from Nebraska
said, “It 15 a big card for the republicans,™
this big card cannot appear remarkably use-
ful to him now, for his state today contains o
blig curiosity in the shape of a democritie
governor-alect,

It is perhaps in bad taste, especially
at this glad Choristmas senson, to punct-
ure the vanity or expose the illusion
of so distinguished a man ns the ex-
president of the United States, but fidel-
ity to historical teuth demands thuat this
bo done.

The cold, unadorned fact is that the
free trade message of Decamber, 1887,
hid no more to do with the clection of a
demoeratic governor in Nebraska in No-
vember, 1800, than the munifesw of the
(‘omte de Parvis had on the outeome at
Kilkennay., This isafaet which Tie
BEE has pointed out before, but which
will boar another repetition in view of
the misapprehension which exists in
the vieinity of “Willinm street, near
Wall,” as Mr. Dana would say.

In the election of 1888 Nebraska gave
Grover Cleveland 80,552 votes, which
wns exncetly 27,873 lass than it guve Ben-
joroin Hareison. At the recent slection
the stute gave James B DBoyd, the dem-
ocratic governor-elect, to whom Mr.
Cleveland refers with o throb of pater-
nul pride, 71,881 voles, It will be
observed  that, if  the stutesman-
shipof the democratie president is to be
regarded as the only fuetor in the recent
contest, it may be credited with a reduc-
tion of his party strength by precisely
0,221 votes,  The fact, however, Is that
Mr, Cloveland and his hobby played a
very humble purt in the recent Nebraska
election, Boyd came out ahead in a
veiangular contest, leading the candidate
of anew party by n bure plurality, tor
which he was principally fodebted tothe
prohibition issue.

The attempt to give Grover Cleveland
the glovy for the cholce of 4 demoeratic
governor in Nobraska is o clenr case of
prophet stufling.

CLOTURE IN THE SENATE

At last thore has been introdueed into
the United States sennte s resolution
providing for bringing debnte on
uny question  to o close  whenover
o majority shall bs of the opinion
that it has been sufficiently pro-
longed  and the question  has  re-
reived reasonable consideration, This
netlon is the result of more than o your's
agritntion, and was decided upon only a
short time ago by thie republican caucus
after oxtended diseussion, Soveral re-
publican senators have vigorously op-
posed such adepartore from the prae-
tice of the sennto sines the foundatiod of
the government, but although it {8 nov
stated that these senntors have changed
thelr views, the introduction of the reso-
lution warrants the presumption that it
will have the unanimous supoort of the
republicans,

The proposed ruls is very conservi-
tive in chavacter, It provides simply
that & senator may demand that debate
on aquestion be clos «d only after such
gquestion shall have been considered for
n rensonable time, nnd it is nacessary to
rive value to this demand that it shall
be spconded by a majority of the sena-
tors presont.  This would seem to be an
adoquate safeguard against putting an
unfale check wupon legithmate debate,
walle it would be effective in eliminat.
ing from the discussions of the senate
the vast amount of irrelevant talkk which
is now indulged In whenever any ques-
tion of a strictly puartisan chnractor is
under consideration. Under the pres@nt
practica senators who desire to delay or
defent legislation are  privilegod to
spank on a guestion not only without
lHmit and as many times as they plense,
but they are not required to contlne
thaelr remarks to the question. They
muy lug Into the discussion any amount
of extranoous and totally {erelevant mat-
ter, consuming days with this illegiti-
muto gabble, and by this means talk to
donth  auy measure opposed by  the
minority, This sort of thing isdignified
us the freedom of debate, but it is noten-
titled to any such distinetion, So far ng
wo know no deliberative body in the
world tolerates a practice of this kind,
and while it is trus that it aid not prove
to be seriously objectionable during
three-qunrters of n contury, its abuse in
lutor years fully justifies the demand tor
n change,

The proposed rule does not eontem-
plate any injustice to the minorvity, Its
uim is simply to secure to the majority
that vight of control in logislation which

i# an ossontial condition of [ree govern-
ment.
